MBA DEBATERS DO NOT FIND WINNING MONOTONOUS 

The very fine MBA debate teams, under the leadership of Mr. Billy Tate, continue 
their winning ways. Over Thanksgiving, they have been selected to compete in one °f 
the most prestigious debating events in the nation. At the Annual Glenb ™°* *° bin ’ 

just outside of Chicago, eleven of the finest high school debate teams in the United 
States are invited to attend. 

On the local scene, the MBA debate team competed in the Maplewood Invitational 
Debate Tournament. The varsity team of Tom Rogers and Hal Jones won 1st place * n 5 be 
division with a perfect 4-0 record while 2nd place with a perfect 4-0 record was the 
team of Eugene Park and Joon-ho-Yu. In the novice division, the MBA team ° £ JJ** 8 

and David Strayhorn won 1st place with a record of 4 wins and 0 losses. In 2nd place 
in the novice division was the MBA team of Babu Parachuri and Bill Sastry, who edged 
out novice teammates George Ewing and John Butler. 

Traveling to Shreveport, Louisiana, were two MBA varsity debaters--David Chen and 
Jonathan Reeve. At the conclusion of the two-day varsity event, Jonathan and David 
placed 4th but actually defeated the eventual winners from the Isadore Newman School 
of New Orleans. 

Members of the MBA debate team attended three major national tournaments recently. 
Braxton Perkins and Tom Rogers placed 5th among 105 teams, competing at the Bronx School 
of Science in New York, with Tom Rogers being named one of the superior debaters at the 
tournament. Again at the Baylor University Round Robin in Waco, Texas, Tom was selected 
as the 2nd place individual debater. At the St. Mark's Invitational Tournament in Dallas, 
both MBA teams reached the elimination rounds in the 100-team field. Burt Fulmer and 
Jay Kahlon were in the same elimination bracket as Tom Rogers and Braxton Perkins. 
Eventually, by advancement over Burt and Jay, Tom and Braxton emerged as 5th pla e team 
in the tournament. Braxton was recognized as one of the superior individual debaters 
at this tournament. 

The MBA debate team competed successfully at the Homewood Debate Tournament earlier 
in the fall. A unique feature of this tournament was the monetary award of $50.00 to 
the single student among the 300 entrees at the tournament who compiled the most overall 
points in at least three different areas of competition. This award was won by MBA s 
Tom Rogers, who won the following: 1st place varsity debate team, 1st student congress 
senator, and 3rd place in extemporaneous speaking. 

Overall, the two MBA varsity teams composed of Braxton Perkins and Burt Fulmer, 
and Tom Rogers and Jonathan Reeve, "closed" finals by virtue of each team winning in 
its respective semifinals bracket. Braxton Perkins was named the top varsity debater 
with teammate Burt Fulmer placing 2nd. 

In the junior varsity division, Eugene Park and .Toon-ho Yu placed 3rd, with Eugene 
named to 3rd place individual honors. 

In the novice division, the team of Babu Parachuri and Craig Davis placed 3rd 
while novice teammates John Butler and George Ewing reached the octafinal round. 

In individual events. Brad Griffin placed second in a very strong final round of 
humorous interpretation of literature. Johnny Lamb finished third in the House divi- 
sion of Student Congress among the 40 participants. 

At the recent Northwestern University tournament, Burt Fulmer and Jay Kahlon placed 
5th and named to the TOP TEN debaters list. 

At the Glenbrook South tournmanet David Strayhorn and Craig Davis placed third in 
the novice division with Willie Gray and Babu Paruchuri placing fifth TomRogersand 
Braxton Perkins won fourth place in varsity debate with Tom gaining the second-place
